8.—Intelligence from China announces that there 
have been no further disturbances, and that a considerable force of 
gunboats is protecting Tientsin. There are rumours of ill-feeling ex- 
isting among the Chinese at Shanghai, but there are no grounds to 
apprehend danger. 

Hone Kone, Jury 21.—Just as the mail is leaving a rumour is cur- 
rent that the French Consul at Canton has been attacked, and has 
taken refuge in the English settlement.

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SILK CULTURE IN JAPAN. 

Anorer Parliamentary paper respecting silk culture in 
Japan has just been issued. Sir HaRry 8. Parkes, having re- 
cently made an excursion across the plain of Yedo as far as 
the range of highlands which encloses it on the northern side, 
has taken the opportunity of observing the prospect of the 
coming season both as to silk and grain, as the districts 
_ visited furnish the principal supply of food for the population 


of Yedo, and also the bulk of the silk exported from Yoko-' 


hama. As a consequetice Uf thé vpening of Japan to foreign 
trade, the profits of silk culture have become gradually 
greater, and much impulse his been given to this branch of 
industry. All persons engaged in the cultivation of silk are 
endeavouring daily to attain increased excellence. They test 
the goodness of mulberry-trees grown on different soils, they 
calculate the effects of warm or cold situations, and im- 
proved plans of cultivation will doubtless be the result. 
It is asserted that of the two branches of seri-culture, 
the profits of reeling silk are not equal to those of 
the manufacture of cards of eggs. But both classes 
of producers confer a benefit on the country at large, 
and by working together harmoniously may raise their art 
to the highest perfection. The first part of the process of 
producing silkworms’ eggs is to choose eggs of the best qua- 
lity. The eggs are transformed into caterpillars, from 
which time, until they are finally removed, they must be 
fed through their four stages of torpor and activity with 
mulberry leaves of proper quality. All these operations may 
have been performed with the greatest care, and yet, after 
the silkworm bas at last become a cocoon, in some. seasons 
a dark spot appears in the chrysalis contained in the co- 
coon, and an uji is produced from it, by which the number 
of eggs is greatly diminished. Numerous diseases are caused 
by uusuitable temperature, or a want of care in selecting a 
wholesome kind of mulberry leaf. If silkworms are fed with 
leaves from trees growing in situations to which the wind 
has not free access, or which have not been properly manured, 
or whose vigour has decayed from age, although the cater- 
pillar does not appear to suffer, the poison deciares itself 
when the cocoon stage is reached, and an ulcer is formed on 
the chrysalis, which becomes an uji. A strange disease 
called “koshari” has been very prevalent of late years. It 
attacks the full-grown silkworm, which is suddenly paralysed, 
and the entire crop diea, The strangeness of this disease has 
caused it to be considered contagious, but its origin bas not 
yet been definitively ascertained. The silkworm is affected 
y a variety of diseases. Two or three days after it emerges 
from the egg, it is liable to a disease, when it is said “kane 
ni naru,” #.¢. to become metal. It becomes black, and dies 
while in the caterpillar state. Sometimes the first or second 
periods of torpor are missed, in which case the body 
of the silkworm contracts, and it eventually dies. This 
is called “ yasumadryu.” Another disease is called “augara 
kaiko ;” the head of the silkworm swells, becomes of a light 
red colour, and it dies. The “chijimo kaiko ” is a disease when 
attacked by which the silkworm gradually wastes away and 
dies. Hot weather or a strong south-east wind after the 
silkworm’s fourth period of torpor produces a disease called 
“fushi kaiko,” in which the joints of its body become pro- 
minent ; it afterwards turns a dark colour, and its body mor- 
tifies. These are the principal forms of diseases, for which 
the Government is anxious to stimulate the growers to 
find out the causes and remedies. Heretofore silk 
culture has been considered chiefly as an employment 
suitable for women, and to be an art which impressed 
itself on the mind by means of manual practice; but 
now that it has taken such a development it ought to 
become the main occupation of whole families. In a late 
notification the Government invite persons who have been 
engaged in it to communicate the results of their observa~ 
tions, 80 as to form a body of information, which it is in- 
tended to publish, The machine for reeling silk at present 
in use is also described as very imperfect ; and it is intended 
to import foreign machines of superior construction, the 
principles and use of which will be explained and taught by 
Government.

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THE DUTCH EAST INDIA RAILWAY COMPANY. 

Ir is seven years since this Company undertook to con- 
struct the first railway in the island of Java. The difficulties 
which had to be overcome were very numerous, and they 
were not only of a material, but also of o political kind. As 
soon as the concession for the construction of the line through 
the Samarang Principalities was granted, the Conservative 
party in Holland did all they could to oppose the enterprise, 
which they feared would overthrow the system upon which 


Java was governed. And in this they were right. Thecou- 
struction of this line has completely disproved the assertion 


that forced labour was the only labour which could be pro- 
fitably employed in Java. The Company began with free 
labourers, who were well paid ; and there was never any want 
of hands. As soon as the natives learned that they would 


obtain recompense for their work, they offered themselves, and 
the Company has not bad any reason to complain of their want 
of industry and fitness. At some periods there have been more 


than 10,000 natives employed, and this public work will be 


completed entirely by native labour, without it being neces- 
sary to force a single individual to work, When once the 
railway net is completed it will exercise the greatest influence 
in promoting the civilisation and welfare of the natives, who, 


for too long a time, have been “squeezed” for the benefit of 


the Dutch treasury. Since it was finally resolved that Java 
should have its railways, the Dutch Conservatives have been 
constant in their opposition ; and the many difficulties in 


which the company have been from time to time involved 


have affurded them many opportunities of interposing obsta- 
cles in the course of the undertaking. In the year 1868 it was 
found that the original capital raised for the construction of 
the line in the Samarang Principalities, which amounted to 


14,000,000 florins, was too small ; and the Company was 


compelled to memorialise the States-General to augment 
the warrant and to guarantee the payment of the interest 


upon a capital of 17,000,000 florins. The Government 
declined to accede to this request unless the Company could 
prove that the line would be completed with the augmented 


capital ; and a second stipulation was made that the Company 
should increase the capital by a sum of 4,000,000 florins, to 
be employed in the construction of the Batavia-Buitenzorg 
section of the railway. The Company fulfilled these condi- 
tions, and the Bill to increase the original concession was 
carned. The money was sought on the Ameterdam and 
London markets, a loan being raised at 9} per cent., furnish- 
ing a net amount of 8,247,000 florins. 
made in 1869, however, are now proved to have been under- 
estimated, and the capital of the Company is exhausted with- 
out the liue being completed. This was welcome news for 
some of the Dutch politicians, and a great outcry was 
raised when intelligence was received in Holland that the 
Governor of Java had advanced 175,000 florins in order 
that the works might be continued.

so questionablea spirit. The original shareholders have done 
all they can to meet their obligations, and they have evén 
resolved to sacrifice their interest of two per cent. It cer- 
tainly would not be right on the part of the Government 
to take advantage of the strict terms of the contracts, not- 
withstanding that such a course is advised in certain quarters. 
The Company is greatly hampered by the course of events 
on the Continent, and it is useless now to bring forward an 
unguaranteed loan of two millions. It is to be hoped that 
the Java Government will give further monetary aid, so that 
the works may be completed.

AN EMPIRE THAT IS NOT PEACE, 
(NEW YORK HERALD.) 

Many circumstances during late years have tended to increase our 
knowledge of China and the Chinese. We have become acquainted 
with much of their social life, their curious theology is more familiar, 
and the general condition and culture of the people are better under- 
stood than was the case not many years ago. And yet the impressions 
gained are often singularly erroneous. The popular idea is that the 
chief characteristic of the country is a perpetual calm, and that the 
inhabitants are, for the most part, engaged in silk and tea culture, 
and in the interchange of ceremonials of civility upon all occasions 3 
and in some respects the picture may be a correct one. Nevertheless, 
the Empire is continually agitated by social disorders, organised expe- 
ditions of marauders, and destructive wars. 

The Taeping rebellion, which closed not long ago, was one of these 
latter contests, and lasted twenty years. It is estimated that fifty 
millions of human beings were sacrificed before the Taepings were 
finally subdued ; and the most fertile and densely populated provinces 
were devastated so completely that they cannot speedily recover. 
Where flourishing towns were, a score of yeara ago, the deer and the 
pheasant dwell undisturbed, and where the mansion of the Chinese 
gentleman stood amid its trim fantastic gardens, the jungle is thickly 
spread. Dismal as are these results of internal war, the prospect for 
the future is mot more encouraging. A new rebellion is already in 
prostee It is a revolt of the Mohammedan element against the 

fanchoo dynasty. The Mohammedans have been for some time con- 
solidating their power in Eastern Toorkistan, in spite of the utmost 
efforts of the [mperial troops. ‘They have again advanced in force to 
the southward, and with great apparent confidence of success. The Go- 
vernment is alarmed, and a portion of the army sent to mect the rebels 
has been defeated. Their design is to march to Pcking, an‘ attack the 
Imperial city itself. In short, a conflict of great magnitude has 
begun—one that will require for its satisfactory suppression all the 
force and generalship of the Emperor's forces, Of course these events 
are producing great confusion in other directions than the mere war 
itself. The outlying tribes of Mongols are amusing themselves by 
pillage and slaugbter, and there is no military force to restrain them. 
It really seems as if China was in great danger of being torn to pieces, 
unless, perhaps, the strong arm of Russia interpose for the protection 
of the present dynasty, which is not an utterly improbable contin- 
gency. Atall events the nation which sent us the embassy of Mr. Bur- 
lingame, and which we generally regarded ag existing in a condition 
of sluggish comfort, is one of the most unfortunate and distracted 
upon the earth. a 








THE LATE MR. BURLINGAME. 

The subjoined Ictter from Mr. Low, the American minister in China, 
to Prince Kung, relative to the death of Mr. Burlingame, has been 
published in Now York :— 

T have the honour to acknowledge the receipt of your Highness’ de- 
spatch of May 14, in which you inform me that the sum of 6,000 tls. 
had been appropriated from the funds of the Chinese Embassy in Russia 
and handed to the son of Mr. Burlingame to defray the expenses of 
the obsequies of his father; and further mention that an Imperial de- 
cree had been received in which his Majesty commends the acts of his 
Jate Minister, and as special marks of his regard confers upou him the 
title of a Minister of the highest rank, and orders that the sum of 10.000 
tls. be granted to his family, &c. Mr. Burlingame lived in this city 
(Peking) so many years, and his ability in the conduct of all affaira 
that arose between China and hia own country is so well known to 
yourself and all the members of the Foreign-office, that it seems to me 
to be needless here to do more than refer toit. On the day he died the 
American Minister at the Court of St. Petersburg telegraphed the event 
to the Seerctary of State, who replied, the next day, by cable telegraph, as 
follows: —‘‘ The announcement of the death of the Hon. Anson Bur- 
lingame was yesterday received with mingled feclings of surprise and 
grief. Stricken down, az he had becn, in the midst of his noble efforts, 
as the representative of the great Empire of China, to assert her posi- 
tion as one of the family of nations, I am sure that thore feelings will 
be felt by all, ard one sentiment of regret fill the hearts of all who 
appreciated his mission. I beg that you will convey to Mr. Burlin- 
game's afflicted family, and to their Excellencies, his distinguished 
associates, Chikang and Sun Chia-Ka, an expression of the profound 
sorrow and sympathy with which that sad dispensation has inspired the 
Government and People of the United States. Though Mr. Burlingame 
had not brought his mission to its full end, he had go far completed 
his negotiations that its most important objects may now be readily 
accomplished ; and it is a satisfaction to know that a citizen of this 
country bas thus assisted in advancing the welfare of China. Since 
this Government entered, last year, into treaty stipulations with the 
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mission, it has entertained a lively interest in its success, and looked 
forward to the acceptance by the leading maritime Powers of the same 
general principles of amity and equity in their dealings with Chinese; 
for it is the carnest wish of the United States that that great Empire 
should advance as other nations are doing, and rise with them to the high- 
est prosperity and happiness. In promoting this work the nameand fame 
of a citizen of the United States wil) hereafter be associated, and it will be 
remembered to hishonour that heacted a conspicuous part ininaguiating 
and leading on a neweraof harmony and commercial intercourse between 
China and the Western Powers.” I have just received the foregoi 

despatch, and hasten to make it known to your Highness. I roald 
only add that there was but one expression of sorrow and sympathy 
throughout the whole thirty-seven States of the Union when the people 
heard of the death of Mr. Burlingame, in whose decease they felt that 
not only had China lost one of her highest statesmen, but that his own 
country was called to mourn over one of her most meritorious men. 
I shall forward a copy of your Highness’ despatch to the Government 
at Washington, in order that the mark of high regard paid to his 
memory by the Emperor may be generally known; and, in acknowledg- 
ing it, I am, at the same time, able to communicate to you this expres- 
sion of the sorrow and sympathy which that Government sincerely feels. 


ANTI-CHINESE DEMONSTRATION AT SAN 
FRANCISCO. 

A demonstration was held at San Francisco, on the 16th ultimo, 
against the employment of Chinese labour in that city. We abridge 
the following account of the proceedings from the San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin:—The anti-coolie demonstration at the Pavilion was 
largely attended. Several organisations and clubs in various parts 
of the city met at their various headquarters, and paraded through 
the principal streets before going to the meeting. There were 
a number of transparencies carried in the procession, each bearing 
inscriptions of an anti-Chinese character. The sashmakers and 
Ninth Ward Anti-Chinese Club came in from the Ninth Ward. 
Among the transparencies of the sashmakera was one having refe- 
rence to the Doe Brothera, who have employed Chinese in their 
business. The gasfitters and plumbers met at the City Hall, and, 
with several transparencies, joined the other organisations. These as- 
sociations united, and with music and torch-lights marched to the Pa- 
vilion, which contained so large an audience that it was impossible for 
all to hear from one stand, and it was determined to hold a meeting at 
each end of the hall. At the west end of the building, or main stand, 
Mr. Clary, president of the St. Crispin organisation, acted as Presi- 
dent. In calling the meeting to order, he stated that this was an ad- 
journed meeting, called to hear the report of certain committees, &c. 
Since the last meeting the St. Crispins had organised anti-coolic as- 
sociations in four wards of the city, and many trades unions had 
been organised on an anti-coolie basis. The work must go on, and 
the rights of working men must be preserved, even if the last intrench- 
ment of their liberty proved to be their graves. The organisation must 
be completed, and the Supervisors and city officers who had failed to co- 
operate with them must be hurled into oblivion. General Winn then 
presented a report on behalf of a committee previously appointed. 
The committee had agreed upon a plan for general organisation 
throughout the State on an anti-coolic basis. The plan embraced a 
State covention of labouring men and mechanics, to be held in this 
city on the 2nd of August. All delegates must present credentials 
from the associations which they represent. The great obstacle in the 
way at present was the treaty with China, and its entire abrogation 
must be demanded by the people. The Government could not with- 
stand such a demand, and the voice of the people would be obeyed. 
One effect of a thorough organisation here would be to deter the 
Chinese from coming, as they would think it unsafe. He had been 
assured that 8,000 of them sailed from China in the month of April. 
The speaker hoped that no political influence would be tolerated in 
their ranks. The name adopted for the new organisation was the 
“ Anti-Chinese Convention.” It was not anti-coolie merely. They 
took ground against all classes of Chinese labour, whether free or 
coolie. The speaker then read the constitution, which was adopted 
by the meeting. Mr. Winn then offered two resolutions. One of 
them instructed the officers of the meeting to inform the heads of the 
Chinese companies in thia city that, in the opinion of the meeting, it 
was unsafe for any more Chinese to come here, and request that they 
inform the Emperor of China of the fact. The other resolution calls 
on the supervisors of the city to enforce the same sanitary regulations 
against the Chinese that they do against the white citizens. Both 
resolutions were adopted. 


THE OUTRAGES AND KIDNAPPING IN CHINA. 
(THE GLOBE.) 

The news lately brought us both by the mail and the telegraph from 
China is of a very diaquieting nature. From north to south, from 
Tientsin to Hong Kong, and from as far westward as Nanking, reports 
reach us of the display of universal ill-will towards foreigners—inu 
some places culminating in riot and murder, in others venting iteelf 
in threats and menaces. In all places the exciting cause is the same, 
and, unfortunately, while the shape it assumes in the eyes of the igno- 
rant and superstitions Chinaman is supremely absurd, there is yeta 
sufficient substratum of facts to render the charges brought somewhat 
difficult of dizproof. There can be no doubt that the practice of kid- 
napping children has of late been largely on the increase in the neigh- 
bourhood of the open ports. The fate of the gitls thus stolen may be 
easily surmised. To them for the future is reserved a life of degra- 
dation and sin; they are snatched from thcir homes to replenish the 
dens of infamy at Shanghai and San Francisco. Boys are always 
saleable in China as heirs to wealthy and childless couples, and, 
probably, most of the stolen boys are disposed of in this way. It 
will readily be seen how, with the increase of such places as Shanghai, 
and the rapidly augmenting Chinese population in California, the 
rade must be a very lucrative one. Large numbers of Chinamen are 
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engaged in it, and results prove that their operations are very fairly 
successful. By the mass of the people the kidnappers are held in 
abhorrence, and if caught, rarely survive the fury of the mob a suffi- 
cient time to go through the ordeal of a trial. They are, therefore, 
compelled to carry on their dealinga with the utmost secrecy, and to 
divert euspicion from themselves by all the means in their power. 
The general mode they have hit upon is ingenious, and so far dove- 
tails with the known practices of the foreign—notably the Roman 
Catholic—missionaries, that it carries with it a certain amount of 
plausibility. Immediately that the people of any place become 
alarmed at the frequent loss of their children, kidnappers post up 
notices and spread reports to the effect that the foreign missionaries 
have stolen them for the purpose of cutting out their eyes and brains 
wherewith to compound bewitching drugs. The notorious desire of 
Roman Catholic missionaries to secure children for their schools gives 
a colour to their canard, and too often the fury of the mob is thus 
abrestec: from the real culprits to those whose mission is only to do 
ood. 

. This is, shortly, the moving cause in all the missionary riots. The 
late-t news from Nanking reports that the people have become so 
infuriated against foreignera that the Protestant missionaries have 
deemed it prudent to fly from the city, leaving their Roman Catho- 
lic brethren to bear the brunt of the attack which was, when the mail 
left, hourly expected, protected only by a proclamation of the Viceroy. 
At Shanghai the native authorities have found it necessary to offer 
rewards for the apprehension of real kidnappers and their accomplices, 
thus attempting to divert all suspicion from the foreigners; and a tele- 
gram published yeaterday morning states that a similar belief has given 
riee to such bad feeling towards the French at Canton that the French 
Consul at that port has been obliged to seek refuge in the English Con- 
sulate, while, as we have already learnt, far more disastrous effects have 
resulted from the ontbreak of popular feeling anent the same subject at 
Tientsin. In all cases where the tumults have ended in mischief, the 
native authorities have invariably ignored the first symptoms of the 
outbreaks, and have afterwards proved themselves quite unequal to 
the task of suppressing them ; thus showing both incapacity and weak- 
ness. The events we havo referred to prove conclusively that it is 
time some steps were taken to protect the foreign residents at the 
Treaty Ports from outrage. The Chinese are plainly unable to do 
this—have confessed that they are—and it therefore only remains 
toemploy foreigners to protect foreigners. At Ningpo for several 
years an Englishman has had the command not only of the 
police of the foreign settlements, but also of the native city, 
with the happiest results. Under the rule of Colonel Cook, 
Niogpo has earned for itself the enviable notoriety of perfect 
freedom from popular outbreaks and tumults; the people have 
implicit faith and reliance in himself and his men, and evil- 
doers show an equal disposition to fear and avoid them. The ar- 
rangement entails no complications, there is no question of annex- 
ation ; the Chinese authorities act cordially with him, and are devoutly 
thankful to be relieved from the responsible and unprofitable task of 
keeping the citizens in order. With the greatest ease the same system 
might be introduced at the other Treaty Ports; and, if no other poli- 
tical regults should be obtained by it, this at least will be gained—that 
the lives and property of our fellow-countrymen will be secured. 





A correspondent of the Standard writes:—I beg to forward to you 
an extract from a letter which I have just received from my brother, 
at present resident inShanghai. It may serve to throw some light on the 
late progress of events in China, and to give some information as to the 
causes which have brought about the late massacres of Europeans in 
that country. The facts detailed in the letter seem to me to bea very 
practical comment on tc tendency of our late Chinese policy, and 
they convey very significant hints as to the results likely to follow 
from a continuance of that policy. 

“There is a very diagraceful affair ’going on at Nanking, which 
seems tobe partof ageneral plot. People at Tientain, here, at Nanking, 
and most of the large cities, have been within the last few weeks treated 
to Chinese proclamations, stating that many cases of kidnapping 
children had occurred, and making the usual threats. No particular 
notice was taken of them, as there was no reason to believe that more 
children were being decoyed away in 1870 than at any other time. It 
was then pretended that the children were being stolen to be used for 
medicinal purposes—that a drug was given them which forced them to 
go in one direction—that they were then killed, their eyes taken out, 
and their bones powdered, &c. 

Having got the people up toa state of excitement, the next step was 
to hint that foreigners were the people for whom the children were re- 
quired. This was done continuously, and without any definite charge, 
as, of courae, it would not suit for the mandarins to appear farther in 
the matter. 

‘In Nanking, where there have been some English and also French 
missionaries, the excitement of the people was carcfully nursed. 
Strangers (Chinese) who had no friends in the place were arrested on 
suspicion of being concerned in the crime, every care being taken to 
give aa much publicity as possible to the act. Finding at last that 
public excitement was getting up to the boiling point, some of these 
unfortunate people were put to the torture to make them confess their 
crimes. Much virtuous indignation is displayed by the mandarins, 
and many ingenious attempts made to provide a story. 

‘‘The matter was now becoming serious ; the English missionaries, 
remembering Lord Clarendon’s conduct with regard to Yangchow, 
thought it best to clear out as quickly as they could. This, of courae, 
ig taken hold of by the mandarins as a proof that the charges were well 
founded. They then made, as they did in Formosa, a visit to the 
French missionaries, and pretended to be seeking for evidence. They 
were taken all through, but could not discover anything. In fact, the 
charges are shown to have no foundation whatever. Such an Fear | 
would not, however, suit. Some of the unfortunate people who 
been arrested in the first instance must be sacrificed to keep up the 
excitement. Rumours say that seventeen have been executed in the

Yamun at Nanking. As a matter of course the city is boiling over 
with excitement ; the common people hounded on by interested parties, 
and aware of the execution of those people for crimes said to have been 

roved to the satisfaction of the mandarins, are ready to break out 
into open violence. The excitement bas spread to Chinkiang, Nan- 
king, Tanyang, and even nearer, Shanghai, so that it is quite possible 
there may be trouble somewhere. 

‘‘The simultaneous issue of the proclamation at so many different 
and distant places is the most extraordinary part of the affair. It is 
well known that there are people in China, as elsewhere, who kidnap 
children for the worst of purposes; that there was no need to inform 
the people of. It is not, so far as can be judged, that this crime is on 
the increase. It has not been spoken of amongst the people, who 
would be the principal sufferers were such the case; nor were there 
any tangible charges brought forward or instances alleged. A general 
statement is made that children are being kidnapped; proclamations 
are then issued, and every possible care is taken at each step to in- 
crease the excitement. As soon as this has got to the required heat 
it is turned against foreigners and perfectly innocent natives, against 
whom no charge has been made which could be proved, have been 
thrown into prison, tortured, and finally executed. 

*‘ This ia China in 1870—the country with which we are to treat on 
equal terms, the object of Sir C. W. Dilke’s and Mr. Rylands’ warm 
praise, not to speak of its being the nation to which, on a bare promise 
of doing something, Sir R. Alcock in his convention gave up, or sought 
to give up, the most important of our rights.” 


COMPTOIR D’'ESCOMPTE DE PARIS. 

We have just received an analysis of the annual report of this society, 
presented to the shareholders at the general meeting held on the 30th of 
July. The progress of this society has been rapid and steady, and the 
results of the last twelve months have surpassed all preceding years. In 
1848-9 the amount of its businesa was only 4} millions sterling; in 1852-3 
it was more than 20 millions ; in 1860-1 it had reached 40 millions; in 
1868-9 £112,840,000; and during the last twelve months £113,440,000. 
During the same time the dividend grew from f.16 to f.59 in 1867-8 ; last 
year it was f.41, and this year f.44. 

In 1867-8 the discount business of the society amounted to 50 per cent. 
of the whole; in 1868-9 it was not much less, but during the last twelve 
months it was little more thaa two-fifths of the whole; but although it 
exhibits a proportional decrease, the positive discount business was larger 
than ever last year. 

The deposits show a diminution of £88,000, and acceptances and ad- 
vances on security one of more than a million sterling; but these deficits 
were far more than covered by the large increase of advances on public 
stock; by the development of the agencies in France, the business of 
which reached 174 millions, or upwards of seven millions more than In 
1868-9 ; by an increase of more than three millions in the business of the 
colonial and foreign branches, and of about 4} millions on the stockbrok. 
ing account. The last-named increase was chiefly due to the Ottoman 
and Egyptian loans, which were placed in the hands of the society. 

The accounts current present large totals :—

The directors lay the greatest stress, however, on their foreign and 
colonial business, and say that their agencies of Bombay, Calcutta, 
Hong Kong, and Saigon, Bourbon, Shanghai, and Yokohama, Alexandria 
and London, contributed £53,640,000 to the total amount of business ; 
and, while regretting the extremely unfavourable circumstances of the 
French colonies at the present moment, which prevent very satisfactory re- 
sults, the directors say that a few prosperous years for the colonies would 
place the society in a position that few have ever attained to. The results 
of the working of the past twelve months, after allowing for losses at 
Hong Kong on rice advances, are as follows :—

This, after payment of 2 per cent. on the capital, allows of the p1yment 
of a dividend of 44 francs per share—namely, 21 francs on the first and 
28 francs on the second half of the year. 


THE NEW ART MAGAZINE.* 

When Messrs. Smith, Elder, and Co., who were the first to dis- 
cern an opening for a shilling monthly, started the Cornhill, a 
host of imitators arose with marvellous rapidity to contest the 
newly-discovered field, until very soon quite a legion of shilling 
magazines clamoured for the patronage of the reading public 
Several of these shortly succumbed under the weight of excessive. 
competition ; othera have since died of inanition, but a sufficient 
number still remain—some of them apparently quite as flourish- 
ing as their prototype—to show that magazine literature has 
gained such a hold on the public mind as was not dreamed of in 
the days when ponderous quarterlies enjoyed a monopoly. With 
this experience of shilling magazines before us, we cannot help 
feeling some surprise that the venerable Art Journal—the only 
illustrated monthly devoted to art—has remained so long without

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a rival, more especially when we consider the facilities afforded by 
recently perfected photographic processes for multiplying perma- 
nent reproductions of works of art. 


At length. however, a competitor has entered the lists, under 
the title of Art ; Pictorial and Industrial, the first two numbers 
of which are now before us. Externally it is a handsome publica- 
tion, somewhat larger than our old friend the Art Journal, beau- 
tifully printed on thick toned paper with an ample margin, and 
containing, in each number, six large illustrations of varying de- 
grees of merit. No. 1 (uly) has for its frontispiece a photograph 
admirably executed, of a clever painting by L. Perrault, an emi- 
nent French artist, entitled “‘ Pour la Petite Chapelle ” (a Gallic 
version cf * Please to remember the Grotto’). he second pic- 
ture is a photographic reproduction of Albert Durer’s far-famed 
engraving of “St. Jerome in his Study.” This will be a boon to 
connoisseurs, for while it has the unapproachable accuracy of a 
photograph, it is quite free from glaze, and looks. in fact, just like 
a gost Gaprenlin from the plate itself. The third represents a 
statue of the late Lord Derby, by Mr. Theed, and is far from 
pleasing. The writer of a descriptive article that accompanies 
the illustration calls it a “noble” statue, but we cannot agree 
with him ; it has a very wooden look, and is not a particularly 
good likeness of the late Earl. The photograph, too, is far from 
successful, having evidently been taken in a bad light. No. 4, 
a “Flora ” by Greuze, is a faithful reproduction of a very charm- 
ing picture lately in the Demidoff collection. No.5 is a copy of 
a sheet of studies of heads by Michael Angelo. The original is 
a drawing in red chalk, and it is here faithfully reproduced (appa- 
rently by the autotype process) in the same colour. The last 
illustration is a very good view of the interior of Ely Cathedral. 
The letter-press includes several interesting articles on art sub- 
jects, some of them by well-known writers. 

Making allowance for certain unmistakable signs of having 
been hastily “ got up,” No. I. may be pronounced a success ; but 
No. I1. is in many respects better. To commence with the illustra- 
tions, we find first an autotype of Mr. Cave Thomas’s “ Girl Read- 
ing,” recently exhibited in the Dudley Gallery ; next, ‘‘ Mont St. 
Michel, Normandy "—a very effective sea-piece, by Mr. J. Webb, ad- 
mirably photographed in a warm brown tint deepening to black in 
the shadows ; then a drawing by Rembrandt, the merits of which 
are chiefly technical ; then a copy of Sir Joshua Reynolds's “ Holy 
Family,” which, from its exactness and absence of photographic 
glaze (being printed on India paper), might be taken, except for its 
reduced size, for an actual impression of the well-known engrav- 
ing by Sharp. An architectural subject (a curious external pulpit 
at St. Lo) follows, and a beautiful study for a foreground of ferns, 
moss and foliage, from nature, completes the list. The letter- 
press is of more general interest than in No. I, comprising cleverly- 
written articles on The Completion of St. Paul’s, Industrial Art. 
Female Artists and Art Schools of England, the Maclise and 
Dickens’ Sales, Sir Joshua Reynolds, Notes on Fans, &c., &. 

Among the contributors to Art are Messrs. Blanchard Jerrold, 
Cordy Jeaffreson. George A. Sala, John Piggot, Hyde Clark, Cave 
Thomas, G. W. Yapp, ‘Townshend Mayer, Charles Burton, G. W. 
Reid (Keeper of the Prints), E. Walford, George Henty, Ralston, 
Henry Blackburn, Alex. Rivington, H. M. Wright, and others, 
Considering the value of the literary matter and the number and 
quality of the illustrations, it is probably the cheapest publication 
in existence, and cannot fail to secure a wide circulation. 


THE ABYSSINIAN EXPEDITION. 

The Select Committee of the House of Commons on the Abyssinian 
Expedition, after reciting the facts, dates, and circumstances con- 
nected with the Abyssinian estimates submitted to Parliament, and 
some selections from the Ministerial statements on the subject, report 
that the total net cost of this expedition, so far as the exact fact has 
been ascertained by the Treasury up to the Ist of July of the present 
year, amounted to £1,921.600 spent by the Home Government, 
£5.578,400 spent in India, £1.300,C00 speot in Abyssinia—total, 
£8,80,000, or £5,300,000 in excess of the first estimate, and 
£3.500,00) in excess of the second. ‘‘It would appear,” the Com- 
mittee adds, “that the author of the first estimate does not himself 
acknowledge it to bave been an estimate at all.” General Jameson, 
who (if any one) may be said to have prepared the estimates, 
both of November and of April, states that the November es- 
timates submitted to Parliament ‘was merely an attempted 
approximation to the amount;” that “the word ‘estimate’ 
had bea improperly used ;” that the preparation of an estimate 
‘was in no way his official daty, or the duty of any one connected with 
the India Department; that it was ‘‘ only as a matter of official cour- 
tesy und convenience” that he gave the information which was em- 
bodied in the form of an estimate; that he did not at all contemplate 
being made responsible to Parliament; that the Government were 
told that the estimate could not be relled upon ; and that no military 
power could have made even an approximate eatimate of the expenses of 
the Abyssinian War. And to this Mr. Seccombe added, that it should 
not have been called an catimate at all, but ‘‘a memorandum for the 
information of the Secretary of State.” It was also given in evidence 
before your Committee by Lord Napier of Magdala, the general in 
command of ths Expedition, by General Sir William Manofield, the 
Cowman ler-in-Cntef in India. and indeed by every military authority 
whom they consulted on tnis point, that the nature of the work as- 
signed to the Expedi ion, and the peculiar cireumatances under which 
we made war in Abyasinia, rendered even an approximate estimate of 
the coge utterly impossible. 
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Tas Carco or tHe “ Lipetu.”—We extract the following narra. 
tive from the Shipping azette:—‘‘In March, 1866, the Libell, a 
Dutch vessel, from San Francisco to Hong Kong, was wrecked on a 
reef in the Pacific, known as Wake Island, and lying ahout 1,250 
miles east of the Ladrone or Marianne group. The greater part of 
the freight was recovered, but about 700 flasks of quicksilver were left 
in the sea. Towards the end of 1867 the achooner Clio, of Shanghai, 
was chartered to proceed to the South Seas on a trading voyage. Mr. 
Storm, who was appointed as supercargo, thought it expedient to add 
a salvage expedition to other business, and he accordingly engaged Mr. 
Bristow, an engineer, Mr. Jones, a diver, and Mr. Van Curbach, a pilot, 
to proceed to the wreck of the Lidell, and recover as much as poasible. 
The Clio reached Wake Island about the end of March. On the island 
they found Messrs. Foster and Inglis, from Honolulu, who had been so 
successful that they had recovered 450 flasks of the quicksilver. Some 
six weeks before the Clio arrived a strong gale came on an! d ove 
their schooner out to sea, and she never returned. Foster and Inglis, 
thus left without resources on a barren island, had lived entirely on 
sea birds and tish, and were in a state of extreme destitution when 
the Clio hove in sight. It was agreed that the salvors should 
be lef. oa the island with the long-boat of the Clio, a quin- 
tity of tools, an‘ five months’ provisions. They set to work 
on the wreck, and laboured during May, June, and July, with 
out recovering any more quicksilver, but stripped the wreck of 
some iron, copper, &c. August came and passed away but the Clio 
did not appear. On the 15th September it was found that all the 
provisions were exhausted, cxcept about thirty pounds of bread and 
sixteen pieces of pork. It was resolved to repair, enlarge, and 
atrengthen the long-boat, so as to fit her for sea, and to keep the re- 
maining provisions for use on their voyage in search of deliverance. 
They suffered much from the want of food while their boat was pre- 
paring, but at last it was ready, and on the 8th of August, 1869, they 
sailed from Wake Island, after a stay of over fifteen months Van 
Curbach happened to have a chart with him, by which they steered 
for Fala-londe de Toros, one of the Marianne Islands. They were fa- 
voured throughout with fine weather, and after calling at several places 
they at last arrived at Guam, whero they reported themselves to the 
governor (Don Francisco Moscosca), and gave an account of their his- 
tory. They remained there some time, living on the credit of the 
Spaniards, who disposed of their effects. In February and March 
four whaling vessels called at Guam, but they afforded no chance of re- 
lease, ag they were going direct to the northern fishery. At length. on 
the 5th of April, the Spanish biennial mail arrived. When Mr. Van 
Curbach engaged his passage he was stopped by the Spanish authori- 
ties, and was only allowed to proceed on giving an order for their 
claim against him, payable in Shanghai; and his papers were retained, 
and are to be returned only after his order has been honoured. Bris- 
tow ae : ones were detained on the same ground when Van Curbach 
left Manila. 


Foretan-orrice Acenrs.—The correspondence respecting the grant 
of compensa ion to the Foreign-office agents, on the abolition of the 
existing agency system, has just been published. The agents rested 
their claim to compensation on immemorial usage, and the assumed 
sanction of the Committee of 1833, which resolved that the practice 
of officers and clerks of the House of Commons being engaged in 
soliciting private bills, or, in other words, as private agents, 
should cease with the lives of the then possessora of the places. 
When the agencies, formerly held by clerks in the Colonial- 
office, were abolished in 1880, the Committee expressed their 
opinion that “it would be unjust to withhold most ample com- 
pensation ;” and when, in 1857, it was thought that the emolu- 
ments of proctora might be damaged by the abolition of the exclusive 
rights aa privileges they had enjoyed, the Treasury were authorised 
to award to each proctor a sum of money, or annual payment during 
his life. inthe present case the claim to compensation was warmly 
advocated by Lord Clarendon, Lord Stanley, Sir C. Trevelyan, Sir 
William Craig, and Mr. Hammond (Under Secretary of State); and 
the Lords of the Treasury have therefore sanctioned a rate of allowance 
to the gentlemen now acting as agents equal to two-thirds of their net 
profits per annum, based upon the average of the last three years, it 
being distinctly understood that henceforth no gentleman in any way 
connected with the Foreign-office is to undertake, directly or indirectly, 
business as agent on behalf of the diplomatic body. This scheme will not 
come into operation until it has been suvmitted to the House of Commons 
in a supplementary estimate, and been sanctioned by a vote of the 
House. After that time those of Her Majesty's diplomatic and eon- 
sular officers who, on the cessation of the agencies, may not desire to 
give powers of attorney to bankers or correspondents, may be enabled 
to draw their salaries and allowances by bills on the chief clerk. 


Two new class of gunboats, called ‘‘ avisos," named the Albatros and 
Nautilus, for the North German navy, now in course of construction 
for service against pirates in the China Seas, are in such a forward state 
that, according to present arrangements, the former will be launched 
directly and be ready for the pennant next month, while the latter will 
be ready for cominiasion at the end of the year.

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GERMANY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hawmeore, Aug. 8. 

The 75th and 76th Regimenta of Infantry, which were raised here, 
and are officially called the 1st and 2nd Hanseatic Regiments, have gone 
off to the seat of war, and the inhabitants of the city proper are for 
the present no longer cramped for room by having soldiers quartered 
on them. But it is now the turn of the suburbs and rural dis- 
tricta to become practically acquainted with the inconvenience, though 
from patriotic motives not a murmur or complaint is heard. Ham- 
burg is much too important a place to leave without protection, and 
thus we have a large body of cavalry and field artillery billeted on the 
inhabitants of the outskirts. There is but little chance of a hostile visit 
from the French, unless they can persuade the Danes to abandon their 
 berparsin neutrality and join them in an attack on North Germany. 

ublic feeling in Denmark ie of course in favour of the French, and 
the hope of eventually getting back their provinces of Schleswig, and 
perhaps Holstein, is nodoubt a great inducement to take a decided 
part in the war. 

A portion of the French Baltic Squadron, consisting of eight or 
ten ironclads and rams, has already arrived from Cherbourg in Danish 
waters, and though only one or two of them have shown themaelves 
at Copenhagen, whilst the remainder are at anchor at Frederikshaven 
or cruising about in the Sound, it is under the pressure of their im- 
mediate vicinity that the Marquis de Cadore has arrived at the 
Danish capital on a special mission to persuade the Government te 
take up arms and make a secret treaty with France. It must be re- 
membered that the gallant little Danish nation have not the power to 
enforce their neutrality and forbid the ships of war of either of the 
belligerents from entering their ports, except from stress of weather, 
and then only for twenty-four hours, or they would not now be fur- 
nishing the fleet, with provisions and coals ; therefore it is to be feared, 
as they have to succumb in this case, they will be forced into the war 
sooner or later. And, indeed, the French must know very well that 
it would be the height of imprudence to undertake offensive operations 
in the Baltic without having a safe base line in their rear to which to 
retreat, after an action, to refitand recoal their vessels. But with the 
Danes as allies they could with perfect safety accomplish a landing in 
some port of Jutland, and march southward to this neighbourhood, 
where in that case we may expect to see some fighting, though perhaps 
more to occupy a portion of the German armies than with the hope of 
marching to Berlin. It cannot be denied that Hamburg offers con- 
siderable attractions to an unscrupulous invader, not the least of 
which is the money in the banks here. When the French took pos- 
session of this city in 1808, Marshal Davoust robbed the Bank of 
Hamburg of ten millions of marks banc2; and now that there is more 
than double that sum in gold and silver ingots and coined moncy lying 
in their cellars, and perhaps an equal amount in the coffers of the joint- 
stock banks—the North German, the Vereinsbank, tho International, 
and the Commercial and Discount Bank—there would be a great in- 
ducement to pay Hamburg another hostile visit on the part of the 
nation that professes to march at the head of civilisation, and yetghas 
made no promises to respect private property either at sea or on land. 
It is this fear that causes an uncomfortable feeling in the minds of the 
inhabitants here. 

In the meantime, the people of this city are doing what they can 
—and with no sparing hands—for the comfort and relief of their de- 
fenders. Dozens of charitable committees have been formed for col- 
lecting money for the widows and orphans of those who may be killed 
in this war, others for supplying marching regiments passing through 
the city with refreshments on their arrival; rich people have placed 
their country villas at the disposal of the authorities to be used as 
hospitals for the wounded and convalescents, and in every house, not 
enly the ladies, but the servants and the children, are eternally pick- 
ing lint and making bandages for the wounded, from all which it is 
evident that the general impression is that the war will be both pro- 
tracted and sanguinary. 

Several French spies and political prisoners have been brought in 
and sent on to Berlin for further examination and punishment. As this 
city is officially declared to be in a state of siege, we are living under 
martial law, and the civil tribunals and authorities, with the excep- 
tion of the Senate and other Executive officials, are suspended. The 
commander is a Major-General von Gerstein, acting under General 
Vogel von Falckenstein, whose head-quarters are at Hanover, and who 
is specially charged with the cost defences. He has not yet thought 
it needful to stop up the navigation of the Elbe, though stone ships 
are all ready to be sunk at the mouth of the river ; but, aa the buoys 
and beacons have been all removed, it is extremely difficult, even 
with local pilots, for veasels to come in and goto sea. But at Bremen 
the sea-road is hermetically closed, the two vessels selected for the 
purpose of being firat filled with stones and then ignominiously scut- 
tled in the narrow channel being a eteamer called the Loreley anda 
whaling-ship called the Bienenkorb, the latter belonging to Herr Ro- 
senthal, of Bremerhaven. 

A village of wooden huts for wounded soldiers is being erected on 
the large open space between Hamburg and Altona, known as the 
“ Heiligengeistfeld,” and will be fitted up with 1,500 beds, together 
with apartments for the surgeons, nurses, and attendants. Thirty 

oung men of this city, of good family and patriotic feeling, have 
formed themselves into a civil volunteer corps to bring the wounded 
outof action. They have been taught their duties, and how to apply 
the first bandages to wounds, by the Knights of the Order of St. 
John, and, like them, wear asa distinguishing mark a white scarf 
with a red cross on the left arm. 

The Prussian official Staats-Anzeiger announces with authority that, 
in *consequence of the representations made by the merchants en- 
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gaged in the Ohina trade, the Government has resolved noé to ratify 
_e convention of October, 1869, entered into between Germany and 
China. 





HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
1 Rorrgapam, Aug. 10. 

The home news is very meagre; the attention of everyone being fixed 
upon the struggle between the two great nations. The sympathy of 
our people for the belligerents is most divided. Those who fear for 
Holland being annexed to the German League hope that France may be 
eventually victorious; while those who are of opinion that we shall remain 
a small but independent people, happen what will, are delighted at the 
success of the German troops, because they bellave Prussia to be in the 
right, and that it was not the fault of that nation that Germany has been 
involved in war. There is yet another party, represented by the Dagblad, 
whose hope is that both the belligerents may obtain alternate victories, so 
that at last they may be obliged to make peace. The papers abstain most 
wisely from declaring their sympathies or antipathies. They are con- 
vinced that being too absolute on either side would not coincide with the 
neutrality which our Government observes. Our army is now completely 
on a war footing, and every possible measure has been taken to defend our 
independence and nationality. I need not say that the energetic behaviour 
of our Ministry is much approved of by all the parties. The papers are 
filled with particulars of the several encampments and the inspections held 
by the Prince of Orange as Commander-in-Chief, but the general opinion 
being that there is at this moment no fear of our being swallowed up by 
Prussia, the articles have but small interest. In political news entire dul- 
ness prevails, all party quarrels having come to astandatill. 

A terrible fire took place here yesterday, which caused damage amount- 
ing to two millions and a-half. Amongst the valuable merchandise de- 
stroyed by the flames were two cargoes China tea, viz., 5,494 chests, ex 
Bristow, and 7,533 chests, ex Diamond. Both these cargoes were an- 
nounced some time ago for public sale, but the political events made them 
unsaleable. I hear that they are fully insured. The Netherlands Bank 
has again raised the rate of its discount one-half per cent.

THE P. AND O. COMPANY. 

WE are glad to announce that a new contract, which ob- 
tained the sanction of Parliament on the 9th inst., has been 
made with the P. andO. Company. This abolishes the ano- 
malies alluded to in our last issue, and stipulates for a fixed 
payment of £450,000 per annum, the company undertaking 
without additional payment to substitute for the present mail 
service between Marseilles and Alexandria a weekly service 
between Brindisi and Alexandria as soon as called upon after 
the completion of the tunnel through Mont Cenis, the pay- 
ment to the company for the fourteen months previous to 
that date being at the full amount of £500,000 a-year. Tho 
fixed subsidy to include the payment for calling at Penang, 
and not to be subject to any deduction on account of the 
withdrawal of the sorting officers from. the Mediterranean 
packets. The contract is to continue in force till Feb, 1, 
1880. The new contract also contains permission for the 
company to substitute Liverpool for Southampton as the port 
of arrival and departure of the steamers on a notice of three 
months, 

This indicates that the P. and O. Company are preparing 
to meet the altered circumstances developed by the shortened 
route between England and the East. We may state, how- 
ever, that it is not at present in contemplation to withdraw 
the company’s vessels entirely, or even in part, from South- 
ampton. The permission has been obtained only as 
a preparatory step to save time, in the event of such a move- 
ment becoming necessary. It is possible that both Liver- 
pool and Southampton may be used by the company, as it 
would be equally inconvenient and expensive for goods from 
London and the South to be sent to Liverpool as it now is 
to forward Manchester goods to Southampton. We observe 
that the new contraot fixes the old rate of average mini- 
mum speed—viz., ten knots per hour west of Alexandria, 
and at 94 knots on the routes east of Suez. The rate of 
speed between Brindisi and Alexandria is, however, to be at 
eleven knots. Owing to stagnation of trade and to severe 
competition on the part of the French, Austrian, and 
Italian Companies, the financial position of the P. and 
O. Company, since the last contract was entered into, has 
not been flourishing, and the opening of the Suez Canal, 
the success of which was by no means considered cer- 
tain in 1867, has still further disturbed their prospects. 
It is therefore gratifying to observe that in accepting the pre- 
sent contract, which has been conceived by Government on a 
large and liberal basis, the P. and O. Company are preparing 
to adapt their service, and conform their vessels, to the altered 
circumstances consequent on the latest triumphs of engi- 
neering skill. Although they can never hope to regain the 
virtual monopoly of the traffic with the East which they so 
long enjoyed, it is quite within their power, with such a 
subsidy, and by such changes as are demanded by the pro- 
gress of the age, to maintain the pre-eminence for which they 
have been always distinguished. 


Tae steamer Hibernia, which left on the 27th ult., had 
on board the cable to connect Singapore and Batavia. She 
proceeds to Batavia round the Cape. The sections to con- 
nect Singapore, Penang, and Madras are nearly ready, and 
will be shortly despatched in two steamers va the Canal. 
Mr. C. H. Forps, the Electric Engineer to the Company, 
will proceed by the P. and O. mail, arriving in Batavia the 
first week in November, when he will proceed on board the 
Hibernia, and subsequently with the section for Penang and 
Madras. In order to suit the season, the laying of the cable 
will commence at Singapore and end at Madras. 
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PUBLIC WORKS IN CEYLON. 

ProposaLs to raise capital for public works by loans on the 
security of revenue are, in some quarters, received with a 
mistrust for which it is not easy to account by any process 
of modern reasoning. Kept within due limits, and expended 
with due caution and economy, such loans afford the best 
possible security to the public debtor as well as the public 
creditor. Not only do the works begin to be remunerative 
8o quickly as to go far towards the payment of their own 
cost while in process of construction, but they directly con- 
tribute, by the employment they afford, and the expansion 
of trade which they bring about, to raise and relieve the 
revenue on which they are based, while their very existence 
is 80 much value added to the material wealth of the coun- 
try they improve. All the conditions essential to the pru- 
dent raising of such a loan—i.e., public prosperity on the 
one hand, and public security on the other—are combined 
in the proposal, for which Ceylon is indebted to Sir Jamss 
EvparnstTong, to lay out a million sterling on the extension 
of her railway and irrigation systems. The revenue of Cey- 
lon is already one million, and bids fair to go on increasiug 
without additional taxation, and even without the material 
and urgently demanded improvements which it is now sought 
to effect.: The proof of this is the fact of the gradual re- 
duction of the existing debt of the colony, which is confi- 
dently expected, at the end of the present year, to amount 
to no more than £430,000. Moreover, the profits of the 
existing railway are so considerable as already to go far to 
meet the costs of its extension. 

The railway returns for the half-year ended June 30th are 
now certain to show a revenue of £102,000, and, anticipating 
a result at least equally favourable for the remaining portion 
of 1870, we may calculate on a surplus of £15,000 above 
the estimate formed by the Colonial Secretary, based on the 
departmental returns, or, say, £35,000, after setting aside 
£58,000 for interest and sinking fund. An inquiry into the 
proportions in which the staple articles of transport—coffee, 
rice, and manure—entered into the traffic down and up, 
shows that, while the total traffic in 1868 equalled 116,000 
tons, there was au increase in last year's return of over 15 
per cent., the figures being 134,369 tons. Of this increase 
of 18,000 tons, coffee made up nearly 6,000 tons, manure 
3,200, and rice 8,500, while in general goods and railway 
materials there was little or no variation. These results 
show at once the progress of coffee-planting, and especially of 
manuring, in the different districts, and also the increasing 
use made of the railway. Seven thousand tons of manure 
sent forward for the benefit of estates which can be reached 
by cart transport from the Kandy Railway station show as 
nearly as possible 1 cwt. per acre for all the cultivated 
land in the surrounding districts. In March, 1868, the 
rate on coffee from Kandy, Peradenia, and Kadugunawa 
was reduced to 203. per ton. The result has been prac- 
tically to annihilate the cart traffic on the Kandy road, 
and to divert almost the whole of the coffee crop within reach 
of the railway at all from the road to the rail. The cart- 
bullocks, being mainly imported and fed on imported food, 
cannot compete with the railway rate; and to the low price 
must be added the advantages of speedy transit and almost 
complete security. In another fortnight we hope to be able 
to extract similarly encouraging facts from the report for 
the expired half of the current year ; but, in the meantime, 
enough has surely been shown to remove any hesitation that 
may exist in official quarters respecting the advisability of 
hurrying on the railway extension. — 

In the face of such unquestionable prosperity it would be 
worse than unreasonable—worse than short-sighted—to con- 
fine the enterprise and capital of the colony within its pre- 
sent practically comparatively narrow limits, surrounded as 
they are by vast tracts of rich lands, which require only rail- 
ways to reach and irrigation to fertilise them. The only 
question that seems to us to require consideration is, not 
whether or when, but, in what direction, to commence the 
work of extension. Those districts which will prove soonest 
remunerative should, of course, have the first care ; and, in 
the choice of these, the colony is neither at a loss for sound 
practical advisers nor distracted by difference of opinion. The 
Colombo Observer faithfully represents the public conviction 
that “southward lies the path of prosperity in Ceylon,” until 
Dimboola is lost in Ouvah, and Kirrigalpotta looks down on 
an unbroken expanse of coffee culture, extending from its 
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base northward to Matelle, defined on the west by Adam’s 
Peak, Raxawa, Ambalawa, and Allagalla, and on the east by Pe- 
drotallagalla, Diatalawa, Medemahanewera, and the Kuuckles. 
Already has successful cultivation reached the edge of the Agra 
patenas, southward, eastward, and westward of which lie at 
least 20,000 acres of good forest. Here, in fact, lies the great 
reserve of the forest wealth of Ceylon. To Navelapittia the 
railway can be carried without crossing a river of any im- 
portance ; and, with a good road thence, and traction-engines 
plying upon it, even estates at the foot of Kirrigalpota might 
be profitably worked and regularly manured. Nor is there 
any reason to apprehend that, with the extension of the rail- 
way, the rate of earnings per mile would be lessened for any 
length of time. Such, at all events, has not been the case in 
India, where the vast lines already constructed have only 
served to justify their extension to places more remote, not- 
withstanding the fact that, in many parts of India, railways 
have had to compete with water-carriage in a degree alto- 
gether unknown in Ceylon. We cordially hope therefore 
that the proposal of Sir James ELPHinstong, which has been 
80 favourably received at the Colonial-office, may receive the 
official sanction of Sir Hercutes Rosinson at the earliest 
possible moment. To delay progress in times of prosperity 
is to neglect the best interests of the colony. 


THE WAR AND THE SITUATION. 
(London and China Express, August 12.) 

Events of such vast importance have followed each other 
with such astounding rapidity and effect during the last few 
days, that the week, which opened when the greatest war of 
modern times had scarcely begun, seems not likely to close 
before the fate, both of the war itself and of the dynasty which 
prompted it, shall have been decided. Not only have three 
crushing defeats at Weissenburg, Woerth, and Forbach, and 
the ignominious expulsion of the French invaders from the 
position at Saarbruck, which they nominally held for only 
a few hours, revealed a total absence of design on the part 
of the Empzror, and of strategic resource on the part of his 
generals, but the reverses occasioned by their imbecility have 
aroused in the whole French nation a frenzy of indignation 
which it will be scarcely possible for the Empire to survive. 
At the moment when we write the Prussians are before 
Metz, where the French Emperor had massed his retreating 
forces, in the last, almost forlorn, hope of retrieving his for- 
tunes by another battle, which, however, he now seems unvil- 
ling torisk. Whether he win or lose it, his position will be one of 
the most difficult in which the Commander ofa great army was 
ever placed. Should he be beaten, his losses cannot be repaired ; 
should he win, he will not know which way to turn to follow 
up his advantage. Already, by superseding McManon and 
Lesaur, and by virtually resigning the supreme command, 
the Emrzror has confessed to his army and the enemy that 
his confidence in himself and his generals was a fatal chimera. 
All that courage and military science can supply, we may be. 
sure, will not be wanting while Bazaine commands the French 
army,and CHANGARNIER, who, at seventy-seven years of age, has 
placed himself by the side of the Emperor, assists its Councils 
of War. But the startling fact remains that the I'rench are 
unable to collect 200,000 men to withstand Germany and pro- 
teot Paris. The German Confederation numbers more than 
a million of men under arms at this moment. The 
issue of the war cannot, therefore, be any longer con- 
sidered doubtful. The terms of the peace which is to 
follow it must be dictated rather by Prussian generosity and 
wise forbearance, than by any doubt of the present position 
of affairs being materially changed. Nor are generosity and 
forbearance qualities in which there is any reason to appre- 
hend that: the Germans will prove deficient. Throughout 
the brief but bloody campaign, their union, their prompt- 
ness, the high-minded gallantry of Prussian and Bavarian 
alike, have not been more conspicuous than the noble simpli- 
city of the despatches in which Kine WILLIAM and the 
Crown Prince have announced their victories, and the 
grave sympathy with which the French prisoners have been 
received on their deportation to Berlin. The Germans 
admit that the French fought like lions to Woerth, and 
would not give way until resistance became absolutely im- 
possible. It is to the wretched generalship of the French mar- 
shals, aided by the Empsror’s inexplicable delays, that the 
French army owes it repeated defeats—not to any want of 
~ courage, In every way their equals in gallantry, the Prus- 
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sians have proved themselves immeasurably more fortunate 
in their leaders, and more prompt to seize and improve ad- 
vantage after advantage. “ Ask me for anything but time,” 
was the language of the First Napozzon. Events have 
shown that by his fatal delay of ten days,which may for ever 
be inexplicable, NapoLeon the Third threw away the chance 
of succeeding in the invasion which he had been planning 
for four years. On the contrary, “The Man in Specta- 
cles,” as the Prussians fondly call General Von Motrxe, has 
been as prompt as he has been wise and daring. From point 
to point he has never given the French an hour of unneces- 
sary time, and we may be sure that he will give them no 
time now. All hope of the foreign allies which France at 
first sought so eagerly, and, when disappointed, disclaimed so 
vaingloriously, is dissipated by the new Treaty for the 
maintenance of the neutrality of Belgium, to which 
Lord GRanvitLE has secured the adhesion of Russia 
and Austria, consequent on its recognition by England, 
Prassia, and France. This Treaty, which engages this 
country to co-operate with one of the belligerents in the de- 
fence of the Belgian territory, if it is invaded by the other bel- 
ligerent, and which is to continue in force for twelve months 
after the ratification of peace, is a masterpiece of diplo- 
macy, which reflects the greatest honour on our Foreign 
Secretary, and which even the Leader of the Opposition wil- 
lingly describes as a “wise and spirited measure—unone the 
less wise because it is spirited.” 

The new French Ministry, so suddenly installed in office. 
is far more likely, from its ultra-Imperial tendencies, to 
prove fatal to the Empire than inimical to England. No one 
will lament the downfall of the Oxuivicr Cabinet. Ever 
since the time of the Plebiscite it has been felt to be 
what Mr. CarLyLe would call a sham. It has possessed 
the confidence neither of the Imperial nor the Liberal 
party. For himself it may be conceded, now that he 
has resigned, that he was a well-meaning man, exceed- 
ingly slow to perceive that he was made a tool of. 
His successor, General Cousin-MonTAUBAN, is a veteran 
soldier, who has seen forty-two years of active service and 
twenty-eight campaigns. He won his title in the Chi- 
nese war of 1860, and has a reputation for decision and 
energy, not entirely unsullied by the reproach of cupidity in 
the article of “loot,” as our readers will remember, in the 
affair of the “Summer Palace.” The Ministry which sur- 
rounds him seems, in a great measure, a return to the men and 
the principles of a year or two ago. “ Personal Government ” 
is no more likely now than it was then to find opponents in 
M. Maang, M. CHEvREav, the Prince pz LA Tour D'AUVERGNE, 
and Baron Jerome Davip. Whether such a principle will 
find acceptance now, or whether it can even be tempo- 
rarily restored in the present emergency, may be more 
than doubtful; but, in a supreme moment like the pre- 
sent, every honest well-wisher of France, and of peace, 
cannot but rejoice that the late weak and vapid Cabinet 
has been replaced by men of consistency, and men to whom 
the national honour is dearer than the false dignity of plastic 
officialism. Even if the Empire is to fall, and yet another 
Republic is to be added to the changeful bead-roll of French 
Governments, it is better that the change should be the result 
of constitutional opposition to a Government, respectable but 
behind its age, than that it should be initiated by the reckless 
and vulgar clamourers who disgrace their Chamber and iuvite 
carnage. Such, then, is the “situation” in which England, 
through the firmness of her people and the solidity of her 
Government, regards foreign nations, herself at peace, and 
likely to remain at peace, with all, at the close of a session 
which will long be memorable both for the gravity of its 
measures and the spirit of progress which has dictated them. 
Whatever may be the form of the peace, which all men hope 
may be speedily concluded between Prussia and France, the 
neutrality of England can scarcely be more securely estab- 
lished than itis now. And, when the happy moment for 
mediation shall arrive, the good offices of England will be all 
the more gratefully accepted by both belligerents when they 
reflect that, if she armed herself during the course of the 
conflict, she did so only to protect other nations from the 
calamities into which they have been misled.

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Monetary and Commercial, 

It is understood that specie shipments to the amount of more 
than a million sterling may be expected from India. In con- 
sequence of. the confused state of Continental affairs every de- 
scription of silver has become excessively flat, and it has been 
difficult to find purchasers. Sales have, however, been effected of 
bars at 603d., and of Mexican dollars at 58}d. 

At a meeting of the British Australian Company it was decided 
to abandon the land line from Port Darwin to Busheton, thus 
leaving only the submarine from Singapore to Java, and from Java 
to Port Darwin. We may notice that the suggestion to wind up 
this company proceeds from an opponent, and is not at all likely 
to take effect. 

We understand that a decision has been given by the Supreme 
Court at Lubeck in favour of the Bank, in two of the cases 
pending between the Chartered Bank of India and J. G@. W. Finke 
and Co., of Bremen, as to their liability on credits granted to 
Morgan, Melbourn and Co., Batavia. 

The Red Cross and other lines of steamers for Calcutta, calling 
at Colombo, by the Canal, advertise for passengers at £50 first 
class, £30 second. 

The following vessels are reported from Ismailia as passing 
through the Canal between the 3rd and 9th of August :—From 
Port Said to Suez, English steamers Arcturus, Sarawak, Delaware, 
and Gambia. From Suez to Port Said, English steamers Ajax, 
Brazilian, and Brightman.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 
—— O——— 
TEA. 

Messrs. Arthur Capel and Co.'s Circular contains the subjoined 
report :—We have had a somewhat firmer tone in our market, with 
rather more doing in most descriptions, consequent on the settlement 
of the differences between the importers and the buyers and in occa- 
sional instances rather better prices have been paid for good common 
kinds. The chief feature of interest has been the arrival of the Erl 
King on the 4th inst., and the Diomed on the 5th inst., with first sup- 
plies of the new Teas direct from Hankow, via the Suez Canal. The 
samples per Erl King were out on the 4th inat., and for the first shown 
very full prices were obtained, with a view of getting them delivered 
the same evening for transmission to the town and country dealer , the 
pricas paid for first sales being 1s. 104d. to 23. 1d. for good to fine, 
and 2s. 2d. to 2s. 6d. for fine to finest, the latter for boxes. These first 
wants being satisfied, the market became very quiet, and sales cannot 
now be made within 1d. to 2d. per lb. of the opening rates, except 
for superior chops ranging from 2s. 4d. to 2s. 6d. per Ib., of which 
the supply for the home market is limited, the great bulk of 
such kinds being bought in China, on Russian account, and 
being transhipped direct to St. Petersburg. The war has had a 
prejudicial effect on prices, as it has kept exporters generally out of 
the market, thus very materially restricting competition for fine to 
finest chops. On the whole. we consider the quality about equal to 
the previous year. Red-leaf Congous: Siftings and broken-leaf kinds 
remain much as before ; fair to good common have been steady at 
104d. to 114d. per lb; fair to good flavoury kinds show no change; 
a few of the nner eee left on hand have been sold at full prices, 
but the opening of the Foochow market has checked the demand. In 
Pak Lin kinds there has been no alteration. Black-leaf kinds: The 
lower qualities remain dull of sale; fair to very good common, from 
104d. to 1s., have been saleable at a slight improvement ; good to fine, 
of old season, have been neglected. In new season's later sales have 
ranged from 1s. 9d. to 1s. 11d. for good to fine, and from 2s. to 2s. 6d. 
per Ib. for fine to finest, but the demand has become very quiet. In 
Amoy kinds there is no improvement. In new-make Canton kinds 
a few sales have been made at previous prices. Oolongs remain much 
as before. In Souchongs but little has been done; really fine quality 
is much wanted. Scented Teag: Canton and Foochow Capers show no 
change, the demand being small. Canton Orange Pekoes show no 
improvement; a few parcels of Foochow kind have found buyers at 
the low rates current. Uncoloured Japans: Common kinds have 
sold from 103d. to 114d., and fine from 1s. 7d. to 1s. 9d. per lb., 
Green Teas: The market remains without improvement ; fine quali- 
ties are comparatively saleable, but common to medium kinds difficult 
to move. Canton Gunpowders show no alteration. ‘There have been 
no public sales of China Tea. The stock inthe United Kingdom on 
30th ultimo was estimated at $0.000 000 Ibs, against 74,600.000 Ibs, ; 
and the quantity afloat at 11,050,000 Ibz., against 9,670,900 Iva. last 


ear. 
7 The following is from Messrs. Shepard, Harrison, and Rehden's 
Circular :—There has been a good gencral demand from home buyers, 
who have not individually operated to any extent, but the trade is 8o 
large that most of the Erl King’s cargo has been disposed of, and seve- 
ral chops, ex Diomed, have also been sold. Prices opencd at a satis- 
factory range, and, but for the high cost in China, would have given 
brilliant results; Ningchows at 23. 3d. to 28. 6d.; Chong Sou-Kais at 
28. 2d. to 28. 4d.; Oopacks and Oonams at 1g. 10}d. to 2s. 1d. per Ib. 
For second-class quality there has been a decline the past day or two 
of 1d. to 2d. per lb., but finest continues in request at full rates. So 
far Continental buyers have held aloof, partly through the War, and 
also from the fact that some 8,000 packages purchased in China on 
Ruasian account are in course of transhipment. The quality of the 
crop, as 8 whole, we make fully up to an average, Ningchows especially 
good, but the Ooanfas to hand lack the decided characterlativs of past 
geasons. Deliveries read well, and stand as follows :—

Mesars. Lloyd, Matheson and Co., with reference to the new Teas, 
remark that finest, in the absence of demand for export, and with very 
little country demand for high priccd Teas, with an increase of supply, 
will decline in value. The Teas have not been favourably reccived in 
the country, and as regards their general quality we con-ider that the 
reports of its superiority received from China were incorrect. The sales 
thus far amount to about 20,000 packages, being about 12,000 cheats 
at 1s. 9d. to 23. 4d. per Ib., 4,000 half-chestg at 1s. 10d. to 2s. 6d. per 
Ib., and 4,000 boxes at 2a, 1d. to 23. 6d. perIh. About 12,000 packages 
are for transhipment to Russia, leaving 15,000 packages on offer. 

The Circular of Messrs. Kinnear, Hawes and Hertz bas the fol 
lowing :—The bulk of the new season’s black leaf, ex Erl King and 
Diomed, has been placed on the market, and about 18,000 packages 
have found buyers. The quotations of aales effected range from 1s. 8d. 
to 28, 6d. per pound. The prices obtained for fine Teas, the first two 
days alter the arrival of the Erl King, were about 8d. per lb. higher 
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than those obtainable since. This reduction, which manifests itself 
every year after buyers have satisfied their first wants, has taken place 
unusually early this time. As to quality we notice that the finest, 
which the two cargoes to hand only represent in a few parcels, is not 
up to last seasons’, while fine medium to fine compare not unfavourably 
with Tea of the same class of 1869-70. The home trade do not seem 
willing to buy beyond their immediate wants. 
SILK. 

There has been no change in the market during the past week ; it 
remains in the same position as last reported, no transactions in new 
Silk, sufficient to quote, having taken place. Importers do not seem 
desirous to force their stocks, and seem inclined to await the turn io 
events ; the few sales which have been made to the home trade have 
been done at 2a. to 3a. reduction from recent rates. Deliveries, Ist to 
10th inclusive, China, 705 bales. Jupan 108 bales; total 808 bales. 

The following is from the Circular of Messrs. Huot and King:— 
The unexpected and sudden political complications, followed by war 
and its consequent financial embarrassments, have for the past month 
entirely prevented business to any extent in the Silk trade. Its posi- 
tioa, however, had become go exceptional from the continued paucity 
of supplies and the extreme caution of consumers in buying daring the 
advance in prices, that only a nominal effect has been produced. 
Generally sales are not pressed, and as the temporary pressure in the 
money market has subsided, there seems some disposition to buy at 
the lowest quotations of last year, showing a decline of 10 to 15 per 
cent. from the prices of June last, upon Tsatleo and the bulk of Japan 
Silk; other sorts, nob having risen in proportion, are not much 
affected. The new China Silk now arriving ia not offered for sale at 
present; the bills will not begin to approach maturity till the ead of 
the year, when a much firmer market is expected, as the aggregate 
supply of Silk this season will probably be more reduced than ever. 
From Shanghai the latest telegrams, to the 16th July, report settle- 
ments of Silk this season 15,000 bales at very high rates, in the pro- 
portion of 31s. to 32s. for No. 3 Tsatlee. The crop is estimated at 
36,000 bales, but this quantity would have come forward only had 
prices been maintained. 

COFFEH. 

The market generally has shown but little change during the week, 
the depression which has prevailed of late continuing without relief. 
The only alteration apparent is in Native Ceylon, for which an inquiry 
has sprung up, resulting in trangactions ata slight improvement upon 
the low prices lately ruling. In Plantation there have been limited 
transactions at rates about on a par with those given in our last re- 
port. Only one public sale has been held, at which 35 caska 2 tierces 
coloury Plantation were offered, and bought in at 66s. to 68a., except 
two lots, which sold at 63s. for coloury, and 75s. 6d. for pea-berry; of 
1,383 baga Native offered 350 bags were sold at 44s. to 47s. ; and 530 
bags small, at 403. to 40a. 6d.; good bold pale, at 493,; pea-berry, at 
483. to 48s. 6d. Since the sale there has been a steady demand for 
Native, and higher rates have been paid, small realising 40s. 6d.; 
real good ordinary, 463.; fine bold, 50s.; and pea-berry, 50s. At 
these prices about 15,000 bags have been sold, while small parcels of 
Plantation find buyers at the above-quoted rates. No transactions have 
been effected in other Hast India kinds. A large quantity of Costa 
Rica, amounting to nearly 1,600 tons, is included in the landings, 
the total being fully 800 tons more than in 1869, and the deliveries 
having decreased to about the same quantity as last year, the defi- 
ciency in the stock is lessened, being now only 1,290 tons. 

The quantity of Ceylon Coffee afloat for Great Britain is estimated 
as follows :— Plantation 286.739 cwt., against 276,877 cwt. at the cor- 
responding date of 1869; Native, 20,684 ewt., against 89,610 cwt. 
The quautity afloat for the Continent is 22,952 ewt. Plantation, againat 
8,252 cwt., and 9,031 cwt. Native, against 11,038 cwt. The quantity 
of Coffee landed in the thirty-one weeks ended Aug. 6, 1870, was, of 
Ceylon, 21,645 tons, against 23,538 tons during the corresponding 
period of 1869; of all descriptions, 36,245 tons, against 41,355 tons. 
The quantity entered for home consumption was, of Ceylon, 6,388 
tona, against 6,726 tons; of all descriptions, 11,190 tons, against 
11,189 tons. The quantity exported was, of Ceylon, 17,128 tons, 
against 14,739 tons ; of all descriptions, 26,813 tons, against 25,741 
tons. The stock on Aug. 6 was, of Ceylon, 11,993 tons, against 13,068 
tons; of all descriptions, 22,461 tons, against 23,645 tons. 


SUGAR. 

There has been great dulness throughout the week, and the business 
done has been very limited. Prices show a further slight decline, and 
to effect sales to any extent a more important concession would have 
to be submitted to. The only sale of East India has been 206 bags 
yellow (duty 5s. 8d.) at 28s. 6d., a farther offer of 2,325 baskets and 
153 bags date sort, low brown quality (duty 4s.), being bought in at 
17s. to 19a. per cwt. The week's landings consisting of British West 
India, Havana, and Cuba, are 1,500 tons less than last year, and deli- 
veries are 500 tons lees, thereby reducing the surplus in the stock to 
19,000 tons. The total stock on the 6th inst. was 104,192 tons 
against 85,093 at the corresponding date last year. 

The quantity of Sugar landed in the thirty-one weeks ended Aug. 6, 
1870, was—of Penang, 2,277 tons, against 2,092 tons in the cor- 
responding period of 1869; of Manila, Java, and China, 13,904 tons, 
against 21,183 tons; the quantity entered for home consumption was, 
of Penang, 1,547 tons, against 1,549 tons ; of Manila, Java, and China, 
15,234 tons, against 9,796 tons. The quantity exported was, of 
Penang, 95 tons, against 73 tons; of Manila, Java, and China, 1,825 
tons, against 635 tons. The stock on Aug. 6 waa, of Penang, 2,965 
tons, against 799 tons; of Manila, Java, and China, 32,636 tons, 
against 39,636 tons. 

Corr Goovs.—The last sales included 7 tons Ceylon Yarn, which rea- 
lised £18 lds. to £19 5s. for common and £26 for good medium. No 
Rope or Fibre was offered. 

Curcu.—Prices have slightly improved; at public sale 800 boxes fine 
Pegu realised 20s., and a private sale of 200 boxes is reported at the same 
price, 
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Cocoa Nur Ort.—Ceylon is in rather more inquiry, but the recent de- 
cline haa not been recovered, the current quotation being £86 10s. to £37. 
The quantity afloat is estimated at 19,278 cwt., against 16,261 cwt. at 
the same time last year, and 13,577 cwt. in 1868. 

Campuor.—There is an entire absence of inquiry, and no sales are re- 
ported either of China or Japan. 

Curna Grass dull; the nominal quotation is £60 to £70. 

Canxgs.—At the last sales 40,950 Bamboo slightly mouldy were bought 
in at gd. each, also 68,000 Partridge at 2}d, to 23d., except one lot, which 
sold at 24d. Of 30,729 Malacca, 8,229 sold—No. 1 at 6d., No. 2 53d., 
No. 3 83d.; 846 bundles Borneo were bought in at 1d. to 1jd. 78,875 
Tonkin at $d. to 1d., 6,844 Midgen at 24d., 21,800 Rajah at 24d., 5,700 
Pimento Sticks sold at 3d. to 4}u., re-tied 23d. ; 

Gambier AND Guaus.—No sales are reported. 

Hemp.—The market for Manila is quiet but steady; there have been 
small transactions privately in fair roping at £57, and 387 bales at auction 
were bought in at that price ; Boluzan is held for £56, and fine white for 
£66. 

H1pes.—The last sales opened heavily for East India Hides at previous 
prices to $d. per 1b. decline for most descriptions, but as hey progressed 
there was increased dulness, and where sales were pressed a reduction of 
3d., and in some cases of 3d. per 1b., had to be submitted to, although 
more than half the quantity offered were taken in. 18,474 Dry Singa- 
pore, Penang, &c., Ox and Cow [Hides offered, 2,402 sold—Heavy 6d., 
Small 6d., Fourths 83. to 4d. per Ib. 818 Ceylon Hides offered, none 
sold. 600 Java Buffalo Hides offered, none sold, 2,240 Singapore and 
Penang Buffalo Hides offered, 228 sold—Best Heavy 4$d., Light 5d. per 
Ib. 1,686 Siam Buffalo Hides offered, none sold. 

INDIA-RUBBER—Meects with very little notice, and the market is flat 
for all kinds, Transactions quite nominal; at auction 728 bags Assam 
and 38 cases Borneo retired, 1s. 7d. being refused for the latter parcel. 

JaPan Wax.—There bas been no business. 

O1Ls.—Cinnamon scarce, and wanted; 8 cases Leaf Oil at public sale 
firm. Citronelle firm, and a shade better prices paid at the sales, which 
embraced 77 cases, all sold, chiefly at 24d. per oz., a few lots at 2d. 
Lemon Grass steady; 4 cases at auction bought in at 8d. 88 cases, 
wrecked ex Benvenue, Penang, sold at 2§4. to 8d. per oz. for good 
quality. Aniseed has sold more freely, but lower; 40 cases sold at 
7s. 9d. Cassia cheaper; business privately to a considerable extent, 
about 50 cases having changed hands at 4s. per 1b.. Nutmeg: No change. 

Perrer.—Black: The market continues dull, without change in prices; 
at auction 64 bags Penang salvage, ex Benvenne, sold at 4j4d., and pri- 
vately 200 bags Singapore and Java have found buyers at 444d. for the 
former and 494, for the latter, cash. White: A parcel amounting to 
1,326 bags has been offered at public sale, and holders being willing to 
sell, the greater part was disposed of at 3d. per Ib. decline; of 1,226 bags 
Singapore, 800 bags, chiefly old import, sold at oe to 5§d., a few lots 
recent import at 6d., and 100 bags Penang sold at 5d. 

Rice.—The demand continues very moderate for all kinds, and the sales 
have been limited in extent at previous rates. At auction 10,500 bags 
new garden Siam of fresh import, per Krimpen van de Lek, were bought 
in at 9s. 9d.; 1,679 bags Rangoon sold, sound at 9s. 6d., second class 
sea damaged at 8:3. 4}d. to 83. Gd.; 655 bags Bengal partly scld, sea 
damaged white at 103., and Ballam 8s, to 8s. Gd. Privately on the spot 
the sales have been 1,000 tons field Siam in mats at 88. 8d, prompt one 
month, 4,000 bags Necransie at 8s. 6d. prompt six weeks, and afloat the 
cargo of 620 tons Bassein arrived off coast at 9s. 74d. for the Continent. 
Landed last week 821 tons, delivered (exclusive of the quantity ex ship) 
1,766 tons; stock 38,280 tons, against 60,130 tons at this time last year. 

Ratrans.—We note the sale of 505 bundles sea-damaged, from Pasoer- 
vean, at 4s. to 5s. 6d. per 100 canes, and of 3869 bundles Penang wrecked, 
ex Benvenue, at £5 to £5 12s. Gd. per ton. 

Spices.—The business since our last has been very limited, and the only 
sales to report are of 210 bags Cinnamon Chips, medium quality, at 24d. to 
8d., chiefly the latter price, and 41 cases Penang Nutmegs at previous rates 
—viz., 72’a at 3s. 1d., 95’s at 2s. 1d. to 2s, 2d., 121’s at 14s. 10d. to 
1s. 11d perlb. Messrs. Borwick’s Monthly Price Current contains the 
following summary of this market:—The stock of Black Pepper is wear- 
ing down, and has been reduced to the extent of 10 per cent. during the 
month. The present quantity at this port is 1,037 tons, showing a reduc- 
tion of between 560 and 600 tons as compared with this time last year. 
The stock of White Pepper has been increased during the month to 690 
tons, against 570 tons last year, and the deliveries do not compare very 
favourably, Holdera, as a rule, do not press sales, but the parcels rea- 
lised show a decline of 3d. per Ib. At this reduction, such supplies as 
offered have for the most part found buyers. Cloves have not sold readily, 
more especially within the last fortnight. Prices may be considered about 
1-16d, easier, but there are not free sellers at any reduction. The stock 
has, however, filled up a trifle, and buyers for the moment do not take 
more than actual orders on hand compel. These remarks apply to Zanzir 
bar Cloves. The few parcels of Penang and Amboyna on the market are 
held at firm rates. Cinnamon has undergone hardly any ghange. ‘Phere 
have been but few parcels offering at the intermediate auctions, and to all 
auch parcels as were offered previous limits were affixed. The demand waa, 
however, slow, and but a small quantity found buyers. About 800 pack- 
ages have been added to stocks in the course of the month. ‘The several 
parcels of Cassia Lignea on the market for some time have been partly 
cleared off, but at decidedly lower prices, the decline on the month being 
5s, to 8s. per ewt., the largest decline being on the better kinds. Caasia 
Vera has also sold lower by 8s. per cwt. Buds remain nominally unal- 
tered. 

Saco.—There has been no business. Of flour 200 bags Borneo have 
been sold at 14s. 8d. to 15s. each. 

StickLac.—The market is very quiet; 18 cases Siam offered at auction 
were withdrawn. 

Star AniseEDS.—There is some inquiry, but no offers are made. 

Tin.—A more active inquiry for Straits has sprung up during the 
past week, and the price has gradually advanced; the present quota- 
tion is £128, showing a rise of £8 to £8. 10s. upon last mail's rates.

Might’s Shoal, near Balabak Straits, March 17, and had to throw over- 
board a portion of her cargo; she also lost anchors, hawsers, &c., but as 
she was not leaking, she proceeded. On April 20, 15 S. 99 E., she en- 
countered @ severe hurricane, commencing at W.N.W. and veering to 
N.N.E., E., S.E., and 3.8.1V., causing her to leak so as to keep one pump 
constantly going during the gale; from Mauritius to the Cape of Good 
Hope she was leaking about three inches per hour in heavy weather.
